HISTORY  OF  THE  SHERIN  FAMILY 


The  earliest  Sherin  we  know  of  was  James  Sherin,  a  Scotchman 
who  was  a  British  Army  Officer,  residing  at  various  times  in 
England,  Scotland  and  Ireland.  He  had  three  sons,  named  Henry, 
John  and  Robert,  and  two  daughters,  named  Ann  and  Elizabeth. 

His  oldest  son,  Henry  Sherin,  was  born  at  Cavan,  Ireland, 
in  1784,  and  grew  up  in  that  city.  He  became  a  Sergeant  in  the 
Cavan  Militia  and  acted  as  schoolmaster  of  the  regiment  school. 
On  May  1,  1814,  when  he  was  30  years  of  age,  he  married  Elizabeth 
Moulds  at  Wexford,  Ireland.  She  was  a  Protestant  girl  who  had 
been  born  in  1796  at  Enniscorthy,  near  Wexford.  The  marriage 
certificate,  written  in  longhand  by  the  officiating  clergyman, 
is  reproduced  herewith.  The  original  document  is  now  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  his  granddaughter,  Amelia  Sherin. 

From  December  1,  1814,  to  May  1,  1822,  Henry  Sherin  was 
schoolmaster  to  the  Parish  of  Carragallen,  in  Leitrim  County. 
Then,  when  he  was  38  years  of  age,  he  took  his  family  to  Canada. 
There  he  became  head  master  of  Trinity  School,  a  government 
school  at  Bowmanville,  Ontario. 

After  he  taught  for  some  years  at  Trinity  School,  the  British 
Government  gave  Henry  Sherin  400  acres  of  land  in  the  township 
of  Emily,  Ontario.  He  thereupon  gave  up  teaching,  built  a  log 
house  on  the  400  acres,  and  farmed  for  the  balance  of  his  life. 
He  died  Sept.  23,  1868,  at  the  age  of  84,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Emily  Cemetery  near  Omemee,  Ont.  (Omemee  is  an  Indian  name.) 

Henry  Sherin’s  wife  (nee  Elizabeth  Moulds)  died  on  May  31, 
1883,  when  she  was  87  years  of  age. 

DESCENDANTS  OF  HENRY  SHERIN  (1784-1868) 

Henry  Sherin  and  Elizabeth  Moulds  had  eleven  children,  the 
first  four  of  which  were  born  in  Ireland,  and  the  remaining 
seven  in  Canada.  Their  names,  in  the  order  of  birth,  were: 
Rebecca,  a  second  daughter  (name  unknown),  a  son  (name  unknown), 
Henry,  Thomas,  Robert,  John  C.  ,  Samuel,  Elizabeth,  Rebecca  (born 
after  the  first  daughter  died)  and  James. 
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The  first  Henry  Sherin  and 
wife  (formerly  Elizabeth 
Moulds).  They  were  born , 
grewupand  married  in  Ire¬ 
land,  but  moved  to  Canada 
in  1822.  All  the  Sherins 
we  know  of  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  are  de¬ 
scendants  of  this  couple. 
Their  simple  marriage  cer¬ 
tificate  is  reproduced 
above .

FAMILY 


The  oldest,  Rebecca,  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1815,  and  died 
at  EJmily,  Ont.  ,  Canada,  on  Aug.  6,  1830,  when  she  was  fifteen 
years  of  age.  The  second  daughter  died  on  her  way  to  Canada, 
and  was  buried  at  sea.  The  first  son  lived  only  a  year  and  a 
half,  and  was  buried  in  Ireland. 

The  fourth  child,  Henry,  was  born  at  Cavan,  Ireland,  on 
Nov.  24,  1820,  and  was  only  two  years  old  when  his  parents  took 
him  to  Canada.  There  he  grew  up  on  his  father's  400  acre  farm 
near  Omemee,  in  Emily  Township.  On  Nov.  22,  1842,  when  he  was 
22  years  of  age,  he  married  Jane  Plunkett,  a  girl  from  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  who  was  visiting  relatives  at  Port  Hope,  Ont.  They 
settled  on  part  of  the  400  acre  farm,  which  Henry  Sherin  Sr. 
deeded  his  son,  and  on  which  the  son  built  a  house. 

HENRY  (2ND)'S  FAMILY 

This  son,  Henry  (2nd),  had  six  children  by  Jane  Plunkett, 
in  the  following  order:  Jane,  Rebecca,  Samuel,  Henry,  Letitia 
and  John  W. 

Jane  Plunkett  died  in  1855,  at  the  birth  of  John  W. ,  when 
she  was  32  years  of  age.  The  following  year  Henry  married  Ann 
Lowes,  a  Protestant  girl  who  had  been  born  in  Ireland,  but  was 
then  living  in  Emily  Township,  Ont.  He  had  six  more  children  by 
this  marriage,  five  boys  and  one  girl,  in  the  following  order: 
Abraham,  Isaac,  Fred,  Amelia  (known  as  Millie),  Elijah  (later 
called  Clarence)  and  George  Albert.  The  parents  were  very  re¬ 
ligious,  and  called  a  number  of  their  children  after  important 
characters  in  the  Bible. 

The  father,  Henry  Sherin  (2nd)  died  at  Peterborough,  Ont., 
on  Sept.  1,  1901,  when  81  years  of  age.  His  wife  (nee  Ann  Lowes) 
had  died  many  years  earlier.  Both  were  buried  in  Little  Lake 
Cemetery,  at  Peterborough. 

JANE.  Henry  Sherin' s  oldest  daughter,  Jane,  married  a  lum¬ 
berman  by  the  name  of  Thompson,  when  she  was  16  years  of  age,  and 
they  resided  at  Bloomfield,  Ont.  They  had  one  daughter,  named 
Minnie,  before  Mr.  Thompson  died. 

Minnie  married  John  Macdonald,  who  became  a  Methodist  minis¬ 
ter.  They  lived  in  South  Dakota  for  a  number  of  years,  when  he 
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Vhen  Henry  Sherin  left  Ireland  for  Canada  in  1822,  he  carried 
with  hi m  the  letter  of  recommendation  reproduced  above.  You 
will  note  that  he  had  been  teaching  at  Carragallen,  Ireland, 
for  nearly  eight  years,  having  started  six  months  after  his 
marriage.  He  was  apparently  of  good  physique ,  average  height, 
and  had  brown  eyes  and  a  dark  complexion.  The  boy  mentioned 
in  the  above  letter  was  Henry  Sherin  (2nd),  who  grew  up  in 
Emily  Township,  Canada,  married  Jane  Plunkett  (and  after  her 
death,  Ann  Lowes),  and  became  the  father  of  twelve  children,

died.  Several  years  later  Minnie  married  Charles  F.  Drake,  and 
they  moved  to  California.  Mr.  Drake  died  later,  but  she 
still  resides  at  Modesto,  Calif.  Minnie  had  four  children,  the 
oldest  of  which  is  Rev.  L.  A.  Macdonald,  a  minister  now  living 
at  Vermillion,  S.  D.  A  second  son  died,  several  years  ago.  The 
older  daughter,  Lillie,  married  J.  D.  Pur sell,  a  contractor,  and 
they  live  at  Pierre,  S.  D.  The  younger  daughter,  Gertrude,  mar¬ 
ried  J.  W.  Croker,  who  has  an  automobile  Business  at  Modesto, 
California,  where  they  reside. 

Henry  Sherin's  daughter,  Jane,  married  a  second  time  after 
the  death  of  Mr.  Thompson.  Her  second  husband  was  a  carnage 
maker  oy  the  name  of  Angus  MacDonald.  They  lived  at  Hespeler 
until  his  death,  when  the  widow  moved  to  Galt,  Ont. 

They  had  two  daughters,  named  Nellie  and  Jennie.  Nellie 
married  George  Mutch,  a  grocer,  and  they  now  reside  at  Galt ,  Ont. 
They  have  no  children.  Jennie  married  Thomas  R.  Dando,  superin¬ 
tendent  of  a  machine  shoo.  They  later  moved  to  Edmonton,  Alberta, 
in  the  Canadian  Northwest,  where  he  Became  postmaster  and  oper¬ 
ated  a  general  store.  »He  died  in  Oct.  1927.  They  had  one  daugh¬ 
ter,  Ruoy  Hazel,  who  is  unmarried  and  lives  with  her  mother  in 
Edmonton. 

REBECCA.  Henry  Sherin's  second  child,  Rececca,  married  a 
farmer  By  the  name  of  Dawson  Kennedy,  at  the  age  of  16,  and  they 
settled  on  a  farm  near  Peterborough,  Ont.  They  had  seven  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  following  order:  Emma,  Linda,  Henry  D.  (known  as 
Harry),  H.  Percy,  Marvin,  Fred  and  Clara.  After  the  children 
were  grown  and  married,  the  parents  moved  to  the  city  of  Peter¬ 
borough,  where  they  resided  for  years.  Dawson  Kennedy  finally 
died  in  his  91st  year,  and  his  wife  (Rececca)  died  at  96. 

The  oldest  child,  Emma,  married  Robert  J.  Kidd,  a  school 
teacher  at  Peterborough,  and  they  had  five  children  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  order:  Clara,  Hazel,  Roxie,  Clifton  and  Jean.  The  father 
and  mother  now  live  in  Toronto. 

‘Emma's  oldest  daughter,  Clara,  married  a  Toronto  boy  By  the 
name  of  Harry  Blewitt.  She  is  now  an  invalid  in  a  Toronto  hos¬ 
pital,  suffering  with  a  tubercular  spine.  They  have  no  children.

Emma's  second  child,  Hazel,  Decarae  a  nurse  and  served  in 
France  during  the  World  War.  She  then  went  to  Chicago  where  she 
continued  nursing  until  she  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Pratt, 

who  was  in  the  coal  business.  They  had  one  daughter,  whose  name 
is  Barbara,  before  Pratt  died.  Hazel  and  her  daughter  now  reside 

in  Chicago. 

Emma’s  third  daughter,  Roxie,  married  a  farmer  by  the  name 
of  Tindall,  and  they  live  on  a  farm  near  Chemong  Lake,  in  Peter¬ 
borough  County,  Ont.  They  have  no  children. 

Emma’s  fourth  child,  Clifton,  joined  the  Royal  Mounted  Po¬ 
lice  and  served  in  the  Canadian  Northwest  until  Canada  entered 
the  World  War.  He  then  enlisted  and  was  sent  to  France  where  he 
served  four  years.  He  was  wounded  several  times  in  action,  was 
promoted  to  a  captaincy,  and  was  decorated  for  bravery.  At  the 
close  of  the  war,  he  returned  to  the  Canadian  Northwest,  married 
a  girl  by  the  name  of  Margaret  Jamieson  at  Calgary,  and  they 
later  moved  to  Peterborough,  where  they  reside  at  present.  They 
have  no  children.  Clifton  is  now  sales  agent  for  the  DeLaval 
Cream  Separator  Company. 

Emma’s  fifth  child,  Jean,  became  a  nurse,  and  now  resides 
in  Toronto.  She  is  unmarried. 

Rebecca  Kennedy's  second  daughter,  Linda,  married  Robert 
Alexander  Ward,  a  school  teacher  at  Toronto,  and  they  had  five 
children  in  the  following  order:  Frances,  Muriel,  Mary,  Sherin 
and  Melvin.  Frances  is  a  school  teacher  in  Toronto  and  remains 
unmarried.  Muriel  married  RoDert  Lamoert,  and  they  now  live  at 
Vancouver,  British  Columoia.  They  have  one  son,  Robert  Ward 
Lambert.  Mary  married  Hugh  Maxwell  and  they  now  live  in  Long 
Branch,  Ont.  They  have  one  son  called  Hugh  Kennedy  Maxwell. 
Sherin  Ward,  Linda  Kennedy’s  fourth  child,  moved  to  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  married  Ethel  Hummer,  and  they  have  one  child  who  has 
the  same  surname  as  his  father.  Sherin  Ward  is  a  salesman  for  a 
wholesale  stationery  house.  Linda’s  youngest  child,  Melvin,  is 
a  bachelor  and  lives  with  his  mother  in  Toronto.  He  is  an  ac¬ 
countant  with  a  trust  company.  The  father,  Robert  Ward,  died 
some  years  ago. 

Rebecca  Kennedy's  third  child,  Henry  D. ,  (known  as  Harry) 
became  an  Evangelist  and  married  Priscilla  Henderson,  a  Deaconess

of  Trinity  Church,  Toronto,  Ont.  She  died  without  having  any 
children.  Henry  D.  then  married  Annie  Richardson,  of  New  York 
City,  and  continued  in  evangelistic  work,  going  from  city  to 
city.  He  died  several  years  ago  at  their  summer  cottage  at  Elk 
Rapids,  Mich.  His  second  wife  survives  him.  They  had  no  chil¬ 
dren. 


ReDecca  Kennedy's  fourth  child,  H.  Percy,  grew  up  in  Peter¬ 
borough,  and  became  a  wholesale  dealer  in  live  stock.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Libby  Barker,  and  they  had  one  son  whose  name  was  Maxwell. 
This  boy  died  while  a  student  at  McGill  University,  Montreal. 
Ths  parents  now  reside  at  Toronto.  H.  Percy  Kennedy  operates  a 
live  stock  commission  business  at  Toronto,  and  is  president  of 
stock  yard  companies  at  Edmonton  and  Saskatoon  in  the  Canadian 
Northwest . 

Reoecca  Kennedy's  fifth  child,  Marvin,  grew  up  on  his  fa¬ 
ther's  farm  and  then  worked  for  his  brother,  H.  Percy,  in  the  live 
stock  business.  He  enlisted  when  Canada  entered  the  World  War, 
went  to  France,  and  was  killed  in  action  at  Vimy  Ridge. 

Rebecca  Kennedy's  sixth  child,  Fred,  became  a  farmer,  and 
married  a  school  teacher  by  the  name  of  Laura  Rooinson, at  Peter¬ 
borough,  Ont.  They  have  a  son  and  a  daughter,  whose  names  are 
Dawson  and  Helen.  Dawson  graduated  in  Art  at  London,  Eng. ,  and 
now  teaches  art  in  the  Technical  School,  Toronto.  Helen  is  em¬ 
ployed  as  secretary  in  the  same  school.  Fred  enlisted  in  the 
Canadian  Army  during  the  World  War,  and  was  sent  to  England  where 
he  was  promoted  to  a  captaincy  and  was  used  as  an  instructor  in 
an  officer's  training  camp.  He  returned  to  Canada  after  the  war, 
and  is  now  living  at  Barrie,  Ont.,  where  he  operates  a  collection 
agency.  His  wife  died  some  years  ago,  and  he  remains  a  widower. 

Rebecca  Kennedy's  seventh  child,  Clara,  met  death  oy  accident 
when  only  two  years  of  age. 

SAMUEL.  Samuel,  third  child  and  oldest  son  of  Henry  Sherin 
(2nd),  was  born  on  the  father's  farm  near  Omercee,  attended  Vic¬ 
toria  University  at  Cobourg,  Ont. ,  and  became  a  Methodist  minis¬ 
ter.  He  married  Susie  Naylor,  at  Cooourg,  and  they  later  moved 
to  Dubuque,  Iowa,  then  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  f inally  to  Chicago, 
where  they  died  some  years  ago.

They  had  two  children,  Alice  and  Wesley  Morley.  Alice  died 
at  St.  Paul,  when  she  was  only  a  girl.  Wesley  studied  medicine 
at  the  University  oi  Illinois,  at  Chicago,  and  is  now  a  practic¬ 
ing  physician  in  that  city.  He  married  Jean  MacArthur,  who  had 
been  raised  in  Kincardine,  Canada,  and  was  then  living  in  Chica¬ 
go.  They  have  one  daughter,  Betsy,  now  living  with  them  and  at¬ 
tending  school  in  Chicago. 

HENRY.  Henry  Sherin's  fourth  child,  Henry  (3rd),  was  born 
July  12,  1850,  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm,  attended  school  in 
Omernee  and  then  went  to  Victoria  University  at  Cobourg,  where  he 
graduated  and  entered  the  ministry. 

Shortly  after  graduating,  the  young  minister  met  Jennie 
Myers,  who  lived  with  her  parents  near  Kirkfield,  Ont. ,  but  was 
then  attending  the  Institute  at  Lindsay.  Several  years  later 
this  acquaintance  culminated  in  marriage.  Meanwhile,  Henry  had 
been  forced  to  give  up  the  ministry,  due  to  throat  trouble  which 
prevented  public  speaking.  The  couple  started  married  life  in 
Toronto,  where  Henry  became  superintendent  for  the  Sun  Life  In¬ 
surance  Co.,  and  later  entered  the  real  estate  ousiness.  Some 
years  afterwards,  Henry  moved  his  family  to  New  York  City,  where 
he  continued  in  the  real  estate  business,  developing  several  im¬ 
portant  tracts  in  Suburban  New  York.  He  is  now  retired  from 
Dusiness  and  living  with  his  wife  and  son  at  Wilmington,  Del., 
where  he  devotes  a  good  deal  of  time  to  writing.  His  most  im¬ 
portant  book  is  "Individual  Mastery".  Henry  Sherin  and  his-  wife 
celebrated  their  52nd  wedding  anniversary  last  summer. 

Henry  Sherin  and  wife  had  five  children  in  the  following 
order:  Arthur  H. ,  Gilbert  W.  (known  as  Bert),  Frank  H. ,  Lila  M. 
and  Stella  M.

They  now  live  in 
Toronto,  where  he  is  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business.  They 
had  two  children — Lavern,  who  died  when  he  was  four  years  of  age, 
and  Lykran,  who  is  now  a  medical  student  at  Toronto  University. 

Bert  is  unmarried  and  lives  at  Lakefield,  where  he  operates 
an  automobile  repair  shop  in  the  same  building  where  his  father 
used  to  operate  a  carriage  shop  years  ago.  Ethel  is  unmarried. 
She  has  lived  in  Vancouver  for  years.  Clara  married  Hillard 
Zackaberry.  They  live  at  Konera,  Ont.  They  have  three  children 
whose  names  are  Marion,  Harold  and  Hilda.  Percy  is  married  and 
lives  at  Oshawa,  Cnt. ,  where  he  works  for  General  Motors.  They 
have  no  children. 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  SHERIN  FAMILY 


JOHN.  John  W.  Sherin  was  born  Aug.  30,  1855,  grew  up  on 
his  father’s  farm  and  remained  a  farmer  ail  his  life.  Per  years 
he  worked  150  acres  of  the  original  400  acre  farm,  living  in  the 
old  farmhouse  built  by  his  father,  Henry  Sherin  (2nd)  long  before 
he  was  born.  He  married  Mary  Fee,  a  farmer's  daughter,  and  they 
had  one  son,  0.  Milton.  This  son  now  lives  at  the  old  homestead 
and  works  the  150  acre  farm  inherited  from  hi3  father.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Margaret  Fee,  and  they  have  two  daughters,  named  Eleanor 
and  Dorothy.  Eleanor  has  a  position  in Omemee,  and  Dorothy  lives 
at  home  and  attends  high  school. 

John  Sherin  died  on  the  farm  near  Omemee  on  Nov.  10,  1933, 
when  78  years  of  age.  He  had  "been  remarkably  healthy  all  his 
life,  read  without  glasses,  and  had  consulted  a  doctor  only  once 
since  childhood.  His  wife  died  March  1,  1911  at  the  age  of  53. 
They  are  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Emily. 

The  old  farmhouse  in  which  John  lived  all  his  life  and  in 
which  his  son  Milton  and  family  now  live,  was  built  in  1840  and 
is  now  95  years  old. 

ABRAHAM.  Henry  Sherin  (2nd) 's  seventh  child,  Abraham  (and 
the  first  child  by  Ann  Lowes,  his  second  wife)  attended  school 
at  Omemee,  Canada,  and  in  1881  moved  to  South  Dakota  and  took  a 
government  homestead  near  Blunt,  S.  D.  After  proving  up  on  his 
claim,  he  moved  to  Big  Stone,  S.  D. ,  and  later  to  Britton,  S.  D. , 
where  he  became  a  lawyer  in  1884.  In  1899  he  moved  to  Water- 
town,  S.  D. ,  where  he  practiced  law  until  the  time  of  his  death 
in  March  1923. 

Aoraham  Sherin  married  Sarah  Ward  Copeland,  a  Canadian  girl, 
and  they  had  four  children — Edwin  J. ,  Bertie  W.  ,  Arthur  L.  and 
Harry  C.  The  mother  died  in  July  1924.  Abraham  Sderin  then  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  Elliott,  who  now  survives  him.  There  were  no 
children  by  the  second  wife. 

Edwin  J.  (the  oldest  child)  married  Blanche  Ford,  of  Britton, 
S.  D. ,  where  they  now  live.  They  have  three  children,  Metta, 
Ford  and  Elnore. 

Bertie  W.  ,  (the  second  child )  was  killed  in  an  accident  when 
16  years  of  age.

Arthur  L. ,  the  third  3on,  was  born  at  Big  Stone,  S.  D. , 
studied  law  at  the  University  of  South  Dakota,  and  is  now  prac¬ 
ticing  law  at  Mason  City,  Iowa.  He  married  Agnes  Helbing,  of 
Watertown,  S.  D.  They  have  one  child,  Woodrow  H. ,  who  recently 
graduated  from  Iowa  State  University. 

Harry  C. ,  the  fourth  son,  is  a  druggist  at  South  Shore,  S.  D. 
He  married  Natalie  A.  Gullickson,  and  they  have  two  children, 
Harry  G.  and  Goldie  N. 

ISAAC.  Isaac  Sherin,  Henry  (2nd) 's  eighth  child,  graduated 
from  the  high  school  at  Omeraee,  then  married  Elizabeth  Fee  (sis¬ 
ter  of  John  W's  wife),  and  the  couple  moved  to  Iowa.  Isaac  be¬ 
came  a  clerk  with  United  States  Express  Company,  which  later  be¬ 
came  the  American  Express  Co.  He  was  employed  in  their  Des  Moines 
office  for  many  years,  and  was  finally  pensioned  at  the  age  of 
70.  He  died  in  1930,  and  is  survived  by  his  widow.  Isaac  Sherin 
and  wife  had  four  daughters  in  the  following  order:  Mabel, Maude, 
Ethel  and  Joy. 

Mabel  is  a  school  teacher  and  lives  in  Minneapolis.  She 
never  married. 

Maude  married  Perry  F.  Brown,  and  they  now  live  at  Great 
Falls,  Mont.  They  have  no  children. 

Ethel  married  Bertram  A.  Symes,  who  is  engaged  in  the  lum¬ 
ber  business  at  River  Falls,  Wis.,  where  they  now  reside.  They 
have  one  child,  whose  name  is  John  Edgar. 

Joy  taught  school  in  Montana  for  a  number  of  years,  then 
was  transferred  to  Panama,  where  she  taught  for  one  year.  At 
Panama  she  met  a  U.  S.  Government  engineer  by  the  name  of  Wm. 
Houser,  whom  she  married.  The  couple  then  moved  to  Petersburg, 
Virginia,  where  he  is  an  engineer  for  the  Atmospheric  Nitrogen 
Company.  They  have  two  small  daughters,  whose  names  are  Joy 
Elizabeth  and  Barbara  Jean. 

FRED.  Henry  Sherin's  ninth  child,  Fred,  attended  school  at 
Peterborough,  Ont. ,  then  Victoria  University  at  Cobourg.  After 
graduation,  he  oecame  principal  of  the  high  school  at  Mt.  Forest, 
Ont.,  then  of  the  high  school  at  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.  He  finally 
gave  up  teaching  and  ran  a  newspaper  at  Niagara  Falls,  later  mcv- 
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ing  to  Ridgefield  Park,  N.  J.  ,  a  suburb  of  New  York  City.  There 
he  became  associated  with  his  brother,  Elijah  (Clarence)  in  the 
operation  of  an  advertising  agency  in  New  York  City. 

Fred  married  Laura  Poyntz,  a  widow  at  Mt.  Forest,  Ont.,  who 
had  two  children  by  her  former  husband.  Fred  and  Laura  had  two 
children,  whose  names  were  Harry  and  Laura  (usually  called  Girlie). 
The  parents  are  now  dead. 

Fred’s  son,  Harry,  married  Ethel  Brewster  at  Ridgefield 
Park,  N.  J. ,  and  they  had  two  30ns,  Morton  and  Thomas.  Harry 
was  associated  with  an  advertising  agency  in  New  York  City,  when 
he  died  several  years  ago.  His  wife  has  since  moved  to  Califor¬ 
nia,  married  a  Mr.  Sid.  Yeomans,  and  they  now  live  at  Oakland, 
California. 

Fred' s . second  child,  Laura  (Girlie),  met  a  Mr.  Woolworth 
when  she  was  on  a  trip  to  Panama.  He  was  secretary  of  the  Y.M.C.A. 
there.  They  married,  and  the  couple  then  moved  to  East  Orange, 
N.  J. ,  where  Laura  died.  They  have  one  child,  named  Harry,  who 
lives  with  his  father  at  East  Orange. 

Of  the  mother ' s  two  children  by  her  first  marriage,  Herkimer, 
the  eldest,  entered  the  real  estate  business  in  Calgary,  but  died 
there  several  years  ago.  Irene,  the  only  survivor,  lives  in  New 
York  City,  and  is  associated  with  an  advertising  agency. 

AMELIA.  Henry  Sherin's  tenth  child,  Amelia  (Millie),  never 
married.  She  lived  with  her  widowed  father  until  he  died  in 
1901.  Since  that  time,  she  has  been  living  at  Peterborough,  Ont. 

ELIJAH.  Henry  Sherin's  eleventh  child,  Elijah,  went  to 
school  at  Peterborough,  Ont. ,  then  to  a  military  school  at  King¬ 
ston.  Upon  graduation,  he  went  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  worked  in 
the  advertising  department  of  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch.  There  he 
took  the  name  "Clarence",  and  was  known  thereafter  by  that  name. 
He. married  Carrie  Middleton,  daughter  of  a  real  estate  operator 
at  St.  Paul. 

Clarence  Sherin  bought  the  St.  Paul  Daily  News  and  ran  it 
for  several  years;  then  sold  out  and  moved  to  New  York  City, 
where  he  started  an  advertising  agency  under  his  own  name  and 
operated  it  until  his  death  in  1911.  He  had  two  daughters,  Gladys 
and  Eloise. 
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Gladys  married  Arthur  Hetherington,  a  New  York  stock  broker. 
They  reside  at  Bound  Brook,  N.  J. ,  and  have  two  sons  oy  the  names 
of  James  anq  Arthur.  The  boys  are  now  in  college. 

Eloise,  Clarence’s  second  daughter,  married  Orson  Kilbourn, 
a  banker's  son  in  New  York  City,  whom  she  suDsequently  divorced. 
She  then  married  Benjamin  Wood,  a  New  York  manufacturer j  obtained 
a  second  divorce,  and  has  since  died,  leaving  no  children. 

GEORGE.  George  Albert,  Henry  Sherin's  youngest  child,  went 
to  school  at  Peterborough,  then  attended  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
at  Toronto.  After  graduation,  he  entered  the  retail  drug  busi¬ 
ness  in  Toronto,  later  moving  to  St.  Paul,  and  finally  to  New 
York  City,  where  he  entered  the  publishing  business.  For  several 
years,  he  was  advertising  manager  of  Munsey's  Magazine,  then  one 
of  the  country's  leading  monthly  publications.  He  married  a  New 
York  girl,  but  was  later  divorced.  He  met  death  by  accident  in 
1925.  George  Albert  had  no  children. 

***** 

We  have  now  completed  our  record  of  the  twelve  children  of 
Henry  Sherin  (2nd),  fourth  child  of  Henry  Sherin  and  Elizabeth 
Moulds.  We  will  now  tell  about  the  other  seven  children  of  this 
notable  couple,  which  spent  the  first  half  of  their  lives  in 
Ireland  and  the  last  half  in  Canada. 

THOMAS  SHERIN'S  FAMILY 

Thomas  Sherin,  fifth  child  of  Henry  Sherin  and  Elizabeth 
Moulds,  and  their  first  child  to  be  born  in  Canada,  was  born 
Sept.  10,  1823.  He  grew  up  on  his  father's .400  acre  farm  in 
Emily  Township,  then  went  to  Wisconsin,  where  he  married  Saphronia 
Burtsch,  a  14  year  old  girl  who  was  living  with  her  parents  near 
Mayville,  in  Dodge  County,  Wis.  Thomas  worked  a  farm  near  Fond 
du  Lac,  Wis.,  but  later  moved  to  San  Jose,  Calif.,  living  there 
for  several  years,  then  moved  to  a  ranch  near  Paso  Robles,  Calif. 
He  died  at  San  Jose,  Calif.,  on  April  17,  1892,  aged  68  years. 

Thomas  Sherin  married  twice  and  had  s  ix  children  all  together. 
The  first  four  were  by  his  first  wife  (Saphronia  Burtsch)  and 
were  named  as  follows:  Cyrus,  Alice,  Willis  and  Edwin.  The 
parents  were  then  divorced  and  Thomas  married  Celia  (last  name 
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unknown),  by  whom  he  had  two  more  children,  Jessie  and  Elsworth. 

Before  Thomas'  third  child  (Willis)  was  born,  he  changed 
the  spelling  of  his  name  to  SHARON.  His  first  two  children  used 
the  name  "Sherin",  but  the  last  four  children  used  the  name 
"Sharon". 

CYRUS.  Thomas'  oldest  child,  Cyrus,  married  three  times. 
His  first  wife,  whose  name  was  Charlotte  Kimbrough,  died  without 
children.  His  second  wife,  whose  name  was  Eva  Cowan,  died  leav¬ 
ing  a  son  by  the  name  of  Clarence.  Kis  third  wife,  whose  name 
was  Julia  Smith,  had  three  children  as  follows:  Willis,  Mar¬ 
garet  and  Clara  Elizabeth.  Cyrus  died  many  years  ago,  but  his 
widow  survives  him,  and  lives  at  Walters,  Okla. 

Cyrus'  four  children  are  all  living.  Clarence  runs  a  live 
stock  farm  at  Conway,  Ark.  (30  miles  north  of  Little  Rock).  He 
married  Maoel  Charles,  of  Conway,  Ark.,  but  they  have  no  children. 

Willis  H. ,  Cyrus'  second  son,  lives  at  Oklahoma  City  and 
works  for  an  oil  well  supply  house  there  Dy  the  name  of  Bovard 
Supply  Co.  He  married  Maud  Burnett,  of  Okarche,  Okla.,  and  they 
have  one  child  Dy  the  name  of  Willis,  Jr. 

Margaret,  Cyrus'  third  child,  married  J.  K.  Beaucamp,  an 
oil  drilling  contractor.  They  live  at  Seminole,  Okla.,  and  have 
two  children,  whose  names  are  Betty  and  Margaret. 

Clara  Elizabeth,  Cyrus'  fourth  child,  is  unmarried  and  lives 
with  her  mother  at  Walters,  Okla.,  where  she  runs  a  store  under 
the  name  of  Biddy's  Ladies  Shop. 

ALICE.  Thomas  Sherin's  second  child,  Alice  Louise,  was 
born  on  Oct.  2,  1852,  grew  up  at  Mayville,  Wis.,  and  married  Al¬ 
bert  B.  Barney,  a  young  lawyer  of  that  city.  They  had  two  chil¬ 
dren,  a  daughter  by  the  name  of  Zillah  Louise,  and  a  son  by  the 
name  of  John  Willis. 

Zillah  Louise  Barney  married  Halbert  A.  Coleman,  who  was  in 
the  newspaper  b usiness  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.  They  had  two  daughters, 
Clara  Alice  and  Zillah  Louise.  The  parents  were  divorced  in  1907, 
and  Mrs.  Zillah  Louise  Coleman  now  lives  at  Clear  Lake,  Wis. 
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Her  older  child,  Clara  Alice  Coleman,  married  E.  L.  Richard¬ 
son,.  who  was  in  Lhe  mercantile  business  at  Alzada,  Montana.  They 
had  two  children  by  the  names  of  James  Louis  and  Willis  Barney, 
then  Clara  divorced  her  husoand  and  married  Joe  Barley,  a  sheep 
rancher.  She  had  another  child,  Clara  Valeria,  oy  this  union, 
and  now  lives  with  her  husband  and  three  children  on  a  sheep 
ranch  near  Rosebud,  Montana. 

Mrs.  Zillah  Louise  Coleman’s  second  child,  Zillah  Louise, 
married  Harold  3.  Butcher,  at  Belle  Fourche,  S.  D.  They  had 
four  children,  Halbert  H.  ,  Frances,  Margaret  A.  and  Alice  E. , 
all  of  whom  are  living  except  Frances,  who  died  Jan.  26,  1930. 
The  Butcher  family  now  lives  on  a  farm  near  Clear  Lake,  Wis. 

Mrs.  Alice  Sherin  Barney's  second  child,  John  Willis,  was 
born  at  Mayville,  Wis.,  and  lived  many  years  with  his  mother  on 
a  farm  near  Clear  Lake,  Wis.  On  March  23,  1930,  he  married  a 
widow,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D.  Wiess,  of  Clayton,  Wis.,  and  they  had 
one  son,  John  Charles  Barney.  The  father  died  on  Aug.  5,  1933, 
and  is  survived  Dy  his  widow  and  son,  who  still  reside  at  Clear 
Lake. 


Mrs.  Alice  Sherin  Barney,  mother  of  Mrs.  Zillah  Louise 

Coleman  and  John  Willis  Barney,  died  at  Clear  Lake,  Wis.,  on 
Sept.  4,  1930. 

WILLIS.  Thomas'  third  child,  Willis  Sharon,  was  born  at 
Mayville,  Wis.,  in  1856,  studied  law  at  Dayton  and  Cincinnati, 

Ohio,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  A  year 

later  he  went  to  Chattanooga,  Term. ,  to  practice  law,  but  eventu¬ 
ally  went  into  the  real  estate  business  and  remained  in  it  for 
years.  He  married  Henrietta  (Nettie)  Weitzell,  of  Chattanooga, 
and  they  had  one  daughter  by  the  name  of  Mary,  who  died  when  she 
was  eight  years  of  age.  Willis  and  his  wife  finally  moved  to 

Los  .Angeles,  Calif.,  where  he  retired  because  of  ill  health.  He 
died  Sept.  7,  1925.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow  who  still  re¬ 
sides  at  Los  Angeles. 

EDWIN.  Thomas'  fourth  child,  Edwin  Sharon,  was  born  at 
Mayville,  Wis.,  shortly  after  his  parents  separated.  He  grew  up 
at  Janesville,  Minn.,  where  his  mother  moved  after  marrying  a  Mr. 
Madison*,  became  a  farmer ,  and  married  Cora  Dane,  a  school  teach- 

* Henry  Madison,  a  son  by  this  marriage ,  lives  with  his  wife  at 
G lendale ,  Calif,  He  has  a  married  daughter  living  in  Minnesota, 
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er  of  that  city.  They  later  took  a  homestead  near  Ramsey, 

S.  D. ,  where  Edwin  farmed  for  15  years.  In  1895,  they  moved  to 

Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.  ,  then  later  to  Cuba,  where  Edwin  acquired  con¬ 
siderable  wealth,  owning  large  sugar  plantations  there. 

Edwin  and  Cora  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter  as  follows: 
Jessie,  Lester  and  Guy  Willis.  They  were  all  born  at  Ramsey, 
S.  D.  Jessie  taught  school,  then  married  Horton  T.  Potter,  a 
horse  dealer,  of  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.  They  later  moved  to  Lemmon, 
S.  D. ,  where  they  had  two  children  by  the  names  of  Lucille  and 

Willis.  Mr.  Potter  died  in  Jan.  1923.  His  widow,  Jessie,  and

HISTORY  OF  THE  SHERIN  FAMILY 


JOHN  C.  SHERIN'S  FAMILY 

John  C.  Sherin  grew  up  with  his  brothers  on  his  father’s 
farm  at  Ornemee,  then  moved  to  Lakefield,  Ont.,  where  he  ran  a 
general  store  for  years.  He  also  was  heavily  interested  in  a 
lumber  business. 

He  married  Elizabeth  Fee,  daughter  of  a  farmer  living  in 
Emily  Township,  Ont.  She  was  an  aunt  of  Mary  and  Elizabeth  Fee, 
who  later  married  his  two  nephews,  John  and  Isaac  Sherin. 

John  C.  Sherin  had  four  children  by  Elizabeth  Fee,  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Emma,  Wesley,  Minnie  and  Harry.  Then  the  mother  died  and 
John  married  the  widow  of  a  Methodist  minister,  Mrs.  Susan  Scho¬ 
field,  who  had  one  daughter  and  two  sons  by  her  first  husband. 
John  had  one  son  by  his  second  wife,  but  the  child  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  John  C.  died  at  Toronto  on  May  15,  1901,  aged  73  years 
6  months.  He  was  buried  in  the  Lakefield  Cemetery. 

EMMA.  John's  oldest  child,  Emma,  married  Sam  Henderson,  a 
druggist  at  Lakefield,  Ont.,  who  later  sold  his  drug  store,  moved 
to  Toronto  and  became  a  manufacturer  of  rain-coats  and  rubber 
goods.  Sam  Henderson  died  in  August  1935,  and  is  survived  by 
his  widow  who  still  resides  in  Toronto. 

They  had  three  children,  as  follows:  Reggie,  Grace  and 
Jack.  Reggie  entered  his  father fs  business,  married  Mary  Shapley 
of  Toronto,  and  they  had  one  daughter  whose  name  is  Margaret. 
Reggie  died  some  years  ago,  and  his  widow  later  married  Harry 
Sutherland,  with  whom  she  now  lives  in  Toronto.  They  have  no 
children. 

Grace  Henderson  married  a  physician  by  the  name  of  Patter¬ 
son,  and  they  now  live  in  Toronto.  They  have  two  daughters  whose 
names  are  Margaret  and  Helen. 

Jack  Henderson  went  in  the  piano  action  business,  married 
Gladys  Smith  of  Toronto,  and  they  had  two  children,  whose  names 
are  Evelyn  and  Jack.  The  parents  were  later  divorced  and  Jack 
went  to  Australia,  where  he  now  lives  at  Melbourne.  He  married 
Luida  Frame  in  Australia,  and  has  two  children  by  this  second 
marriage. 
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WESLEY.  Wesley,  second  child  of  John  Sherin  (of  Lakefield), 
died  when  he  was  a  young  man.  He  had  not  married. 

MINNIE.  John  Sherin's  third  child,  Minnie,  married  Thomas 
Knox,  a  manufacturer  of  farm  wagons,  and  they  lived  at  Orillia, 
Ont.  until  he  died.  They  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Norman,  Harry  and  Edna. 

Norman  married  Elsa  Kaiser,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y. ,  and  they 
now  live  in  that  city,  where  he  is  in  the  brokerage  business. 
They  have  no  children. 

Minnie's  second  son,  Harry,  was  attending  the  Toronto  Uni¬ 
versity,  when  the  World  War  broke  out.  He  enlisted,  became  an 
officer  in  the  Canadian  Array,  went  to  France,  and  was  killed  in 
action  March  30,  1918.  He  is  buried  in  Sains  en  Amie  Nois. 

Minnie's  daughter,  Edna,  married  a  Mr.  Sloan,  who  was  mana¬ 
ger  of  the  head  office  of  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  in  Toronto. 
He  died  without  children,  and  the  widow  now  lives  with  her  mother, 
Minnie  Knox,  in  Toronto. 

HARRY.  John  Sherin 's  fourth  child,  Harry,  v/orked  in  his 
father's  store  at  Lakefield,  and  finally  took  over  the  business. 
He  ran  the  store  for  years,  but  is  now  retired.  Harry  married 
Clara  McEwen,  a  minister's  daughter,  and  they  had  one  son  whose 
name  was  Playter.  This  boy  married  Edna  Case,  of  Belleville, 
Ont.,  and  they  now  live  in  Toronto,  where  he  is  engaged  in  the 
brokerage  business.  They  have  one  son  whose  name  is  John  Play¬ 
ter. 

Harry  Sherin's  wife,  Clara,  died  many  years  ago.  He  then 
married  a  lumberman's  daughter,  named  Mabel  Rathbone,  and  they 
had  three  sons,  named  George,  John  and  Harry.  The  boys  live  with 
their  parents  in  Lakefield.

SAMUEL  SHERIN'S  FAMILY 

Samuel  Sherin,  eighth  child  of  Henry  Sherin  and  Elizabeth 
Moulds,  was  born  on  his  father's  farm  in  Emily  Township,  Ont., 
on  Nov.  4,  1830.  He  left  home  as  a  boy  and  went  to  Lakefield, 
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Ont.,  where  he  worked  in  his  brother  John's  store.  In  1863,  he 
,  married  Sarah  Ann  Rosborough,  of  Smith  Township,  near  Peter¬ 
borough,  Ont.,  and  they  had  eight  children  (three  daughters  and 
five  sons)  in  the  following  order:  Henry  J. ,  John  W. ,  Wesley, 
Nina,  Alice,  S.  Bert,  Ida  and  Howard.  Samuel  Sherin  left  his 
brother's  store  and  went  into  the  real  estate  business  at  Lake- 
fdeld,  later  becoming  Clerk  of  the  Court.  He  lived  to  be  81 
years  of  age,  dying  at  Lakefield  on  Jan.  6,  1912.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Lakefield  Cemetery.  His  wife,  Sarah  Ann,  died  when  she 
was  78  years  of  age. 

HENRY  AND  JOHN.  Samuel's  first  two  children,  Henry  J.  and 
John  W. ,  lived  only  a  few  days. 

WESLEY.  Samuel's  third  son,  Wesley,  grew  up  in  Lakefield, 
and  followed  his  father  in  the  real  estate  business,  succeeding 
him  as  Clerk  of  the  Court  at  Lakefield.  He  married  Margaret  Ida 
White,  and  they  had  five  children  as  follows:  Alice  E. ,  Harold 
W. ,  Dorothy,  Samuel  R.  and  Gerald  W. 

Wesley  Sherin  is  now  dead,  but  his  wife  survives  him  and 
lives  in  Toronto.  Of  the  children,  Alice  E.  is  unmarried  and 
teaches  school  at  Ottawa.  Harold  W.  died  six  months  after  he 
was  born.  Dorothy  is  unmarried  and  acts  as  Secretary  of  the 
Y.W. C.A.  in  Peterborough,  Ont.  Samuel  R.  is  unmarried  and  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  tire  salesman  in  Toronto.  Gerald  W.  is  unmarried, 
and  acts  as  a  salesman  in  Eaton's  store  in  Toronto. 

NINA.  Samuel  Sherin's  fourth  child,  Nina,  never  married. 
She  is  a  deaconess,  associated  with  Trinity  Methodist  Church  in 
Toronto. 

ALICE.  Samuel's  fifth  child,  Alice,  is  unmarried  and  teach¬ 
es  school  in  Toronto. 

BERT.  S.  Bert  Sherin,  Samuel's  sixth  child,  went  to  Balti¬ 
more,  Md. ,  when  he  was  17  years  of  age,  and  secured  a  position 
in  a  newspaper  office.  He  married  Sue  M.  Bryan,  a  Baltimore 
girl,  and  they  now  have  three  sons,  as  follows:  Samuel  B.  and 
..  John  R.  (twins)  and  James  Wesley.  S.  Bert  Sherin  and  his  family 
still  live  in  Baltimore  where  he  holds  an  executive  position  in 
the  Advertising  Department  of  the  Baltimore  Sun.  His  son,  Sam¬ 
uel  B. ,  married  Ruth  B.  Green,  of  Baltimore,  and  he  is  employed 
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as  a  salesman  for  Kingan  &•  Co.,  meat  packers.  His  twin  brother, 
John  R. ,  married  Marion  P.  Brookes,  of  Baltimore,  and  they  live 
at  Washington,  D.  C.  ,  where  he  acts  as  a  salesman  for  the  Gener¬ 
al  Mills  Co.  James  Wesley,  the  youngest  son,  lives  with  his 
parents  and  goes  to  school  in  Baltimore. 

IDA.  Samuel  Sherin’s  seventh  child,  Ida,  lived  only  five 
years.

HOWARD.  Samuel  Sherin's  eighth  child,  Howard,  had  even  a 
briefer  span  of  life.  He  was  born  in  1880  and  died  nine  months 
later.

ELIZABETH,  REBECCA  AND  JAMES 

Elizabeth,  Rebecca  and  James,  the  three  youngest  children 
of  Henry  Sherin  and  Elizabeth  Moulds,  did  not  marry.  They  con¬ 
tinued  to  live  with  their  father  and  mother  in  the  original  farm¬ 
house  in  Emily  Township,  Ont. 

Meanwhile,  the  400  acre  farm  had  been  divided  between  James 
and  his  older  brother  Henry  (2nd).  James  acquired  and  worked 
that  part  on  which  the  original  farmhouse  stood.  As  has  been 
shown,  Henry  (2nd)  built  a  house  on  his  part  of  the  farm,  which 
later  went  to  his  son,  John  W. ,  and  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by 
his  grandson,  0.  Milton  Sherin.

James  was  29  years  of  age  when  his  father  died  in  1868. 
For  the  succeeding  15  years,  the  mother  and  her  three  youngest 
children  continued  to  live  together  on  the  old  farm.  Then  Eliza¬ 
beth  died  on  May  25,  1883,  when  49  year3  of  age.  Her  mother 
died  six  days  later,  at  the  age  of  87. 

James  then  sold  the  farm  and,  with  his  s ister  Rebecca,  moved 
to  Omemee.  He  lived  just  a  year  longer,  dying  on  June  28,  1884, 
when  only  45  years  of  age. 

Although  sickly  all  her  life,  Rebecca,  lived  long  after  the 
others  passed  away.  She  died  at  Omemee  on  March  16,  1921,  when 
85  years  of  age. 
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Elizabeth,  Rebecca  and  James,  as  well  as  the  father  and 
mother,  are  all  buried  in  the  Sherin  plot  at  Emily  Cemetery, 
near  Omemee,  Ontario. 

The  original  farmhouse  at  Emily,  in  which  Henry  Sherin  and 
Elizabeth  Moulds  raised  their  large  family,  was  built  of  logs, 
but  was  later  plastered  inside  and  out.  It  is  still  standing, 
is  more  than  one  hundred  years  old,  and  is  now  owned  by  a  Mr. 
Roy  Cull is.

THE  SHERINS  LEFT  IN  IRELAND 

The  preceding  chapters  have  all  been  devoted  lo  the  descen¬ 
dants  of  Henry  Sherin  and  Elizabeth  Moulds,  first  Sherins  to  mi¬ 
grate  to  Canada.  However,  Henry  had  two  brothers  and  two  sis ters , 
as  follows:  John,  Robert,  Ann  and  Elizabeth. 

John  enlisted  in  the  British  Army  when  he  was  a  young  man, 
and  went  away  with  his  regiment.  We  have  no  record  of  him  there¬ 
after  . 

Robert  followed  Henry  to  Canada  and  settled  for  a  time  on  a 
farm  in  Emily  Township,  near  his  brother.  Later  he  moved  to 
Western  Ontario.  He  had  a  family,  but  we  do  not  know  whom  he 
married,  how  many  children  he  had,  or  what  became  of  them. 

Ann  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Mitchell,  and  they  also 
went  to  Canada  and  settled  in  Emily  Township.  Ann  had  no  chil¬ 
dren.  We  do  not  know  when  or  where  she  and  her  husband  died. 

Elizabeth  married  a  Mr.  Elliott,  and  they  moved  to  Canada 
and  settled  near  Henry,  Robert  and  Ann.  They  raised  a  large  fami¬ 
ly,  but  we  have  no  more  information  about  them. 

Elizabeth  Moulds  had  a  sister  by  the  name  of  Jane.  She  mar¬ 
ried  a  Mr.  Warren,  moved  to  Canada  and  lived  for  years  in  Peter¬ 
borough.  She  is  buried  in  the  Sherin  Family  plot  in  Emily  Ceme¬ 
tery.
